WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
s e a r c h for the s u b m a r ine 
Thresher narrowed to six ob­ 
jects on the Atlantic ocean 
bottom tod ay , and the Nav y 
said it may d iscov er tomorrow 
whether one is the lost nu ­ 
clear ship. 


Cameras will be lowered to 
the 8 ,400 foot d epth at a spot 
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27 0 miles east of Boston from 
the oceanographic ship Atlan­ 
tis II to inspect the su spiciou s 
objects fou nd where the su b­ 
marine d isappeared on April 
10 . 


A su bmarine ex pert in the 
office of Ad m. George W. An­ 
d erson, chief of nav al opera­ 
tions, told newsmen it was 
“possible” that the atomic su b­ 
marine will be located by the 
Atlantis II tomorrow. 


Capt. C. B. Bishop said that 
“we certainly hope before the 
end of this week that we will 
know” whether the lost Thresh­ 
er is one of the “anomalies” 
that a protracted search has 
pinpointed in a 100 s q u a r e 
mile area off the Massachu setts 
coast. 


In the area, abou t 10 miles 
sq u are, there hav e been fou nd 
abou t a d ozen objects on the 
ocean floor and six “look like 
real good prospects,” Bishop 
said . 


A land, sea and air search 
fo r two missing Tamalpais 
Valley bo y s, who were fear­ 
ed dro wned in Richardso n 
Bay , was tempo rarily sus­ 
pended this no o n because 
o f repo rts that the bo y s may 
hav e hiked into San Fran­ 
cisco .

Only if this East-West q u es­ 
tion is solv ed , he told the news­ 
paper II Giorno, wou ld others 
fall into place. 
Khru shchev blamed the Uni- 
ted States for ev ery thing going 
wrong, and especially the d ead ­ 
locked d isarmament 
negotia­ 
tions. 
If the United States wou ld 
ju st accept the Sov iets’ 
word 
withou t insisting 
on 
inspec­ 
tions, 
the 
premier 
said , an 
agreement to end nu clear tests 
cou ld easily be negotiated . 
He also repeated the Sov iet 
threat, mad e before at Genev a, 
to withd raw its offer of two or 
three 
nu clear inspections 
a 
y ear if the United States con­ 
tinu ed to insist on sev en or 
eight. 
He himself, said Khru shchev , I 
d id not believ ed in God , 
bu t 
t ho s e who d id — obv iou sly 
meaning 
Presid ent 
John F. 
Kenned y —had the moral d u ty 
not to bu ild nu clear weapons. 
T he Sov iet 
chieftain d e­ 
nou nced the stationing of nu ­ 
clear su bmarines to the Med i­ 
terranean, “almost u nd er the 
walls of the Vatican,” d espiteI 
the peace pleas of Pope John 
XXIII. 
He claimed the su bs and the 
U.S. insistence on send ing nu -: 
clear warhead s to Canad a were 
intend ed to d iv ert any Sov iet 
reprisals f r o m 
the 
l Tnited 
States to its allies. 
Khru shchev ’s giv ing an inter-! 
v iew to 
an 
Italian newsman 
was 
consid ered 
strategically 
timed to affect the Italian par­ 
liamentary elections nex t Su n­ 
d ay . II Giarno is owned by the 
state oil company and su pports 
Pietro Nenni’s left-wing Social­ 
ists. 
In Washington, U.S. officials 
said they fou nd nothing par­ 


ticu larly new in Khru shchev ’s 
statements. 
The last foreign 
newsman to interv iew him was 
Canad ian pu blisher Roy Thom- 
son on Feb. 9. 
On what he consid ered the 
key q u esiton of world peace, 
Khru shchev said : 
“The tension in the center of 
Eu rope can not be eliminated 
withou t the conclu sion of 
a 
German peace treaty and the 
normalization on this basis of 
the situ ation in West Berlin. 
“And withou t tranq u ility in 
Eu rope there will not be tran­ 
q u ility in the world . 
On the 
contrary , the consolid ation of 
peace in Eu rope, inclu d ing a 
treaty 
of 
nonaggression be­ 
tween the cou ntries of NATO 
and the Warsaw Pact, wou ld 
serv e to achiev e an u nd erstand ­ 
ing on other essential prob­ 
lems on which general peace 
d epend s, and abov e all on the 
problem of d isarmament. 
“The fact is 
that 
in 
ou r 
epoch, d u ring which su ch tre­ 
mend ou s means of war 
hav e 
been created , 
there 
is 
no 
mid d le grou nd between 
war 
and peace. 
“The q u estion arises: Either 
a search for agreed solu tions 
and d ev elopment of interna­ 
tional relations toward an ef­ 
fectiv e reinforcement of peace 
or an 
ev er 
increasing inter­ 
national tension that cou ld tu rn 
into thermonu clear war.” 
Khru shchev said that nego­ 
tiations for su ch a 
solu tion 
mu st be based on a recognition 
of the strengths East and West 
hav e d ev eloped .

WASHINGTON (^— Con­ 
gress will have to 
w o r k 
harder if it is to p roduce a 
resp ectab le b atting average 
b efore this session ends. 


Returning today from a 
10-day Easter vacation, Con­ 
gress had little to show for 
the almost four months it has 
b een in session. 


It has enacted eight p ub lic 
laws, the more p rominent of 
which ex tended the draft and 
made Winston 
Churchill 
an 
honorary citizen. 


There are no signs of a b ig 
legislative p ush in the offing, 
b ut Senate and House leaders 
have served notice that there 
will b e little time-off if the 
legislators want to wina things 
up b y Lab or Day . 


BRIEF MEETINGS 
The House has not held a 
session since Ap ril 11. The Sen­ 
ate held two b rief and 
non­ 
p roductive meetings since then. 


The official “Status of Major 
Bills” lists only tw’o of the doz­ 
en or more annual ap p rop ria­ 
tion measures on the way to­ 
ward enactment. They p rovide 
funding for the Interior De­ 
p artment and the Treasury - 
Post Office Dep artments. Both 
have p assed the House only . 
Desp ite the widesp read clamor 
for b udget-cutting the House 
trimmed only 250 million dol­ 
lars from the 7.1 b illion dollars 
requested b y the p resident in 
those two b ills. 


Then it reversed its field and 
added 450 million dollars to a 
sup p lemental money measure 
for 
the 
accelerated 
p ub lic 
works p rogram. 


The only major b ill near en­ 
actment is the annual authori­ 
zation measure for p rocure­ 
ment of missiles, aircraft and 
naval ship s. It has p assed b oth 
b ranches 
and 
is awaiting a 
comp romise agreement. 


SENATE PASSAGE 
The Senate has p assed b ills 
p roviding for a mass transp or­ 
tation sy stem, p reservation of 
wilderness areas, and estab lish­ 
ment of a y outh conservation 
corp s. All three are in House 
committees and could run into 
troub le in the Rules Commit­ 
tee ,which directs the flow of 
b ills to the floor. 
For this week, the Senate’s 
b iggest order of b usiness p rob ­ 
ab ly will b e action on the p resi­ 
dent’s nominations for officers 
of the Communications Satel­ 
lite Corp oration. 
The 
House 
docket, a little heavier, calls 
for votes on a b ill to p rovide 
federal aid for medical 
and 
dental schools and a b ill to ex ­ 
tend the feed grains 
control 
p rogram. 


Aside from the annual ap ­ 
p rop riation b ills, there are two 
other “musts” on the 1963 con­ 
gressional docket. 
One would 
grant the p resident’s request 
for tax reductions, the other 
would continue the foreign aid 
p rogram.

comp letion in House Commit­ 
tees. Both are ex p losively con­ 
troversial and their tortuous 
route through the House and 
Senate could keep congress in 
session well b ey ond Lab or Day . 


Cigarette Tax For Schools?

Boston. 
The b ook, “The Time Has 
Come,” is b y Dr. John Rock, 
clinical p rofessor emeritus of 
gy necology at Harvard Medical 
School and a co-develop er of 
the oral b irth control p ill. 


In remarks p rinted in an 
archidocesan weekly newsp ap ­ 
er, 
Cardinal 
Cushing noted 
that the b ook lacked “any offi­ 
cial 
ap p roval 
as 
authentic 
Catholic teaching” b ecause it 
was b eing p ub lished without a 
Catholic imp rimatur, required 
b y the church of every Cath­ 


olic who writes on a sub ject 
p ertaining to faith or morality . 
Cardinal Cushing did say , 
however, that the b ook “made 
an eloquent and much needed 
p lea for federal grants to p er­ 
fect the so called rhy thm sy s­ 
tem so that is might b ecome 
a means of controlling b irths 
which is not only morally ac­ 
cep tab le b ut also scientifically 
accurate.” 
Bishop Pike said the Cardin­ 
al’s “endorsement of the b ook’s 
p rop osals for government sp on­ 
sorship of research in fertility 
control and for seeking to end 
the conflict which has divided 
Roman Catholics and others on 
this sub ject for half a century 
is good news for all of us.” 
Bishop Pike continued: 
“Particularly significant is 
the fast that Cardinal Cushing 
ap p lauds Dr. Rock ‘for calling 
to task those who are unwilling 
to face the imp lications of the 
p op ulation ex p losion.’ A num­ 
b er of other forthright Roman 
Catholic sp okesmen have taken 
these p ositions, b ut this is the 
first time that an American 
p relate of his eminence has so 
declared himself.” 
Belt-Tightening Asked

WASHINGTON W — Sec­ 
retary of Defense Rob ert S. 
McNamara has issued a new 
order for glob al b elt-tighten­ 
ing in an effort to overcome 
the stub b orn drain of U. S. 
gold and dollars overseas. 
The Associated Press learn­ 
ed today a confidential memo­ 
randum went last month from 
McNamara to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, the military dep art­ 
ments and other elements of 
the Defense Dep artment. 
Asked ab out this, the Penta­ 
gon said McNamara “has p oint­ 
ed out that continuing efforts 
must b e made to reduce the

In this connection, it was re­ 
p orted the rear echelon struc­ 
ture b acking up the U. S. 7th 
Army in Europ e is coming in 
for attention. 
This organization is called 


the Communications Zone and 
includes p ort installations, stor­ 
age and sup p ly dep ots, trans­ 
p ortation facilities and the like, 
mostly in France. It is run b y

Too Many Elections In Marin 
Annoy Voters, Add To Cost 


Vo ters in the San Rafael scho o l dis­ 
tricts co uldn't understand it. They went 
to the po lls o n a Mo nday to v o te fo r San 
Rafael scho o l bo ard and city o fficials, 
then eig ht day s later they had to g o to 
the po lls ag ain to v o te fo r Co lleg e o l 
Marin trustees and members o f the 
co unty bo ard o f educatio n. 
Why , they asked, can’t we v o te fo r 
them all at o nce? 
It's a g o o d questio n. 
The reaso n they hav e to , at present, 
is that the charter o f the City o f San 
Rafael, which includes its scho o l dis­ 
tricts, calls fo r an electio n o n the sec­ 
o nd Mo nday o f April in o dd numbered 
y ears. Electio ns in all o ther scho o l dis­ 
tricts in the co unty are set by state law 
o n the third Tuesday . 
But just because this is law is no rea­ 
so n it sho uldn't be chang ed. 
Fo ur times as many v o ters turned o ut 
fo r the first electio n, April 8 . in the San 
Rafael districts as did in the same area 
o n April 1 6. Just abo ut 1 0 per cent o f 
the reg istered v o ters went to the po lls 
the seco nd electio n, while 4 0 per cent 
had v o ted eig ht day s earlier. 
Co st sho uldn't be o v erlo o ked. It co st 
the residents o f the area abo ut 70 cents 
fo r each v o te cast in the first electio n, 
ev en tho ug h the 9 6 precincts inv o lv ed 
were co nso lidated into 4 2 . 


The seco nd electio n co nso lidated the 
po lling places ev en further. There were 
o nly 1 5 and co sts were trimmed mo re 
by hav ing all o f them in scho o ls where 
no rent was paid. Ev en so , it co st the 
tax pay ers abo ut $1 .2 0 fo r each ballo t 
cast in the San Rafael area last Tues­ 
day . 


These duplicating ex penses, which 
result in po o rer, rather than better v o t­ 
er participatio n, are unnecessary . The 
electio ns co uld be co nso lidated by a 
simple reso lutio n o f the City Co uncil 
chang ing the date fo r city electio ns to 
co rrespo nd with the scho o l electio ns. 
This reso lutio n wo uld put the matter 
o n the ballo t fo r the v o ters to appro v e 
by a simple majo rity v o te. 


While the co uncilmen are co nsider­ 
ing a chang e in the v o ting pro cedure, 
they mig ht co nsider splitting the city 
ballo t. They co uld co nso lidate the city 
scho o l electio n with the o ther scho o l 
electio ns, but put the city o fficial elec­ 
tio ns o n the state June primary ballo t 
in ev en numbered y ears. 
That's the 
time when a much larg er per cent o f 
the v o ters g o to the po lls. 


In any ev ent, we ho pe the new City 
Co uncil takes up the matter rig ht away 
while the ridiculo usness o f the dupli­ 
cating electio ns is fresh in their minds.

Reporters' Right To Protect 


Confidential News Source Vital 


WASHINGTON — Like o th­ 
er newsp ap ermen in the p ast, 
the p resid ent o f the Philad el­ 
p hia Ev ening Bu lletin, Ro bert 
L. Tay lo r, and city ed ito r Earl 
Selby are risking p riso n rath­ 
er than d isclo se to a grand 
ju ry co nfid ential so u rces o f 
info rmatio n. 
There is no d o u bt that the 
p reserv atio n o f co nfid ential 
news so u rces is in the interest 
o f newsp ap ers. If a p ap er d id 
no t p ro tect its co nfid ential 
so u rces, it wo u ld no t hav e any 
co nfid ential so u rces. T ha t 
makes it a p ro fessio nal neces­ 
sity . 
Bu t the q u estio n I want to 
ex amine is whether this p rac­ 
tice is in the p u blic interest 
as well. 
No o ne will lightly wish to 
make the taking o f ev id ence 
in a ju d icial p ro ceed ing mo re 
d ifficu lt. When a d istrict at­ 
to rney is inv estigating crime 
and co rru p tio n in p u blic o f­ 
fice, natu rally he wants the 
max imu m help fro m tho se 
who co u ld help . The co u rt can 
su bp o ena and the citizen is 
rightly req u ired to testify o f 
his kno wled ge with v ery lim­ 
ited ex cep tio ns. 


EDITORS AND rep o rters 
hav e mad e their o wn ex cep ­ 
tio ns. The wisd o m and p ro ­ 
p riety o f their d o ing so is al­ 
read y co nfirmed in the laws 
o f 12 states, inclu d ing Penn­ 
sy lv ania. At o ne time o r an­ 
o ther in ev ery city o f the 
United 
States 
newsp ap ers 
hav e bro u ght o fficial crime 
into the o p en and p rep ared 
the way fo r p ro secu tio n and 
refo rm. 
This serv es the p u blic in­ 
terest by keep ing p u blic o f­ 
ficials u nd er p o werfu l scru ­ 
tiny . To so me d egree o fficial

inv estigatio n may be mad e 
mo re d ifficu lt by refu sal to 
d isclo se news so u rces, bu t

be no basis p ro v id ed fo r su b­ 
seq u ent inv estigatio n. 
It is accep ted that an at­ 
to rney canno t be req u ired to 
d iv u lge statements mad e to 
him in co nfid ence by his 
client. Obv io u sly it wo u ld be 
easier fo r the p o lice o r an ad ­ 
v ersary atto rney if this im­ 
mu nity d id no t p rev ail. Bu t 
this immu nity is no t merely 
co nv enient fo r the lawy er; it 
is v ital to the p ractice o f the 
law. 
A rep o rter’s p riv ilege no t 
to be fo rced to d isclo se his 
co nfid ential relatio nship to 
his news so u rce is co mp ar­ 
able. This is v ital to the p rac­ 
tice o f a free p ress. 
The Philad elp hia Bu lletin 
case, which will go to the 
State Su p reme Co u rt and p er­ 
hap s to the U. S. Su p reme 
Co u rt, inv o lv es an interp reta­ 
tio n o f statu tes ex emp ting 
newsp ap ermen fro m d isclo s­ 
ing their co nfid ential news 
so u rces. Ju d ge Bernard J. 
Kelley has ru led that since 
the Bu lletin p u blished the 
name o f o ne o f its so u rces, it 
was legally o bligated to p ro ­ 
v id e ad d itio nal info rmatio n. 
Bu t the secu rity o f the 
newsp ap ers 
against 
being 
fo rced to d isclo se co nfid ences 
has nev er rested o n statu tes. 
It has rested , in p art, o n the 
lo ng trad itio n o f resp ect fo r 
this p ro fessio nal co d e. Mo st 
o f all, it has rested o n the 
willingness o f newsp ap er ed i­ 
to rs, like Tay lo r and Selby o f 
the Bu lletin, to cho o se p en­ 
alty , inclu d ing p riso n, o v er 
d isclo su re. 
The right to a free p ress is 
imbed d ed in the Co nstitu ­ 
tio n, no t fo r the co nv enience 
o f newsp ap ers, bu t fo r the 
p ro tectio n o f a free so ciety . 
Newsp ap ers 
ex ercise 
this 
right in tru st. 
Fo r newsp ap ers to aban­ 
d o n the secu rity o f co nfid en­ 
tial so u rces wo u ld be to aban­ 
d o n p art o f the su bstance o f 
a free p ress itself.

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Blaze Is Fatal 
To Blind Poet 


Death came as firemen fear­ 
ed it would yesterday to Mrs. 
Patricia Freeman Aldridge, 42, 
blind San Rafael poet and act­ 
ress. 
San Rafael firemen respond­ 
ed to a call at 5:42 a.m. from 
Mrs. Edward Greenwood, wife 
of the manager of the Yacht 
Club Apartments at 530 Canal 
Street. They found Greenwood, 
his face masked with a wet 
handkerchief, standing before 
the door 
of 
apartment 6-B, 
driven back 
by smoke 
and 
flame on his attempts to enter. 
In 
the 
apartment kitchen 
they found the body of Mrs. 
Aldridge. Beside her lay her 
pet dog, also dead. 


21 Yonks 
Flown Out 
Of Cuba 


MIAMI, Fla. UP)—Twenty-one 
Americans released from Cu­ 
ban prisons by Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro were flown back 
today to the United States. 
At first glance, the men ap­ 
peared in good condition as 
they climbed out of a Red Cross 
plane that delivered them to 
Homestead 
Air Force 
Base 
south of here. 
James B. Donovan, New York 
attorney, returned with the 
prisoners, completing what he 
said would be his last mercy 
mission 
to 
the 
Communist 
island. 
Richard Allen Pecoraro, 30, 
of Staten Island, N.Y., was tak­ 
en from the plane the minute 
it landed and was rushed by 
ambulance to a hospital. 
The plane 
on 
which the 
Americans arrived had flown 
to Havana earlier today, car­ 
rying 11,500 pounds of baby 
food — part of the 53 million 
dollars in foods and medicines 
that Donovan traded Castro for 
the 1,113 Bay of Pigs prisoners. 
Among relatives waiting at 
the Homestead base was Austin 
F. Young, of Palm Beach, Fla. 
His son, Austin Jr. a former 
U.S. Army colonel, entered the 
Isle of Pines prison in Decem­ 
ber 1959, after being convicted 
of attempts to form an anti- 
Castro army in the hills of 
Pinar del Rio Province. 
Young made one trip to Ha­ 
vana but failed in an effort to 
gee his son. 
The 
prisoner’s 
mother 
remained 
in 
Palm 
Beach, suffering from an ill­ 
ness 
complicated 
by 
worry 
over her son. 
Most of the Americans were 
sentenced on charges of coun­ 
ter-revolutionary activity. 


Ax Wielder Pleads 
Guilty To Assault 


Claude Burdett Burton, 18, 
of Marin City, who used an ax 
to fracture the skull of another 
man at Juanita’s Galley last 
month, pleaded guilty today of 
felony assault. 
Judge N. Charles Brusatori 
of Marin Superior Court set 
May 13 as the time to hear a 
probation officer’s report and 
to sentence Burton. 
Pete R. Page, 26, of Daly 
City, a member of a San Fran­ 
cisco motorcycle club, suffer­ 
ed serious head injury and 
brain damage as a result of the 
ax blow. 
Burton, who lives at 33 Cole 
Drive, was one of about 10 men 
who were rounded up alter the 
free-swinging brawl at the all- 
night restaurant on March 16. 


The 
blaze, 
said 
firemen, 
started from the mattress on 
Mrs. Aldridge’s bed. 
Smoke 
suffocation caused death, re­ 
ported Asst. Coroner William 
Bradley. 
It was the third such fire in 
t h e Aldridge apartment in 
silghtly over two months. 
On Feb. 19, fire did $200 
damage to mattress and bed­ 
ding. Mrs. Aldridge escaped un­ 
hurt. The resident of a neigh­ 
boring apartment called fire­ 
men. 
On March 22, Mrs. Gertrude 
G. Foley of 1311 Clinton Court 
stopped because she “just had 
a feeling” to see if her friend, 
Mrs. Aldridge, was 
all right. 
She found the bed on fire and 
Mrs. Aldridge asleep. She awak. 
ened Mrs. Aldridge, who again 
escaped unhurt. Firemen dous­ 
ed the blaze and again listed 
damage at $200. 
After that blaze, firemen ex­ 
pressed fear for the blind wo­ 
man’s life because of the con­ 
tinuing blazes. 
Yesterday’s fire was discov­ 
ered by John Morris, another 
tenant of the apartment build­ 
ing, as he started for work at 
5:30 a.m. He alerted the Green­ 
woods. 
While Mrs. Greenwood called 
the fire department, hex hus­ 
band tried to fight the blaze 
with a hose and fire extinguish­ 
er but heat and smoke kept 
him from entering the apart­ 
ment. 
Firemen estimated damage 
in the blaze at $600. 
Mrs. 
Aldridge 
had 
tele­ 
phoned her mother, Mrs. Ber­ 
nice Freeman Davis of 172 Res­ 
ervoir Road, San Rafael, at 
midnight, police reported. 
Her husband, Robert J. Al­ 
dridge, a retired Navy man, 
was away from home on all 
three occasions when the fires 
broke out in the apartment. 
Mrs. Aldridge had published 
a number of poems and had ap­ 
peared in dramatic productions 
of the Blind Actors’ Guild 
throughout the Bay Area. At 
one time she wrote a column 
for a small San Francisco mag­ 
azine. 
She is survived by her hus­ 
band; her mother, a former re­ 
porter for the San Francisco 
Chronicle; 
her father, Verne 
Freeman, and three sister, Mrs. 
Barbara Damas, 
Mrs. Betty 
Johnson and Mrs. Dorothy Max. 
well.

Inmate Feels 
Marin Jurors 
Prejudiced 


A violent San Quentin life- 
termer, accused of assaulting 
two fellow inmates during the 
past six months, wants his case 
tried outside Marin County be­ 
cause he feels jurors here are 
prejudiced against him. 
Robert Gene Glover, 31, ap­ 
peared before Judge N. Charles 
Brusatori of Marin 
Superior 
Court today to ask for a change 
of venue. 
Attorney William O. Weis- 
sich, appointed by the court to 
defend Glover, made this pitch: 
“We believe the defendant 
has been prejudiced 
in 
the 
eyes of Marin jurors because of 
a front page story that ap­ 
peared Saturday in the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal.” 
The I-J story quotes Atty. 
Roger P. Garety as saying that 
Glover had “confessed” to a 
1961 prison killing for which 
another man is now on death 
row. Garety said the “confes­ 
sion” was made to his criminal 
investigator, Donald E. Mid- 
yett, on March 12. However, 
Garety is skeptical of Glover’s 
“admission.” 
Abel A. 
Nevarez, 26, was 
stabbed to death on Dec. 12, 
1961. Robert B. Dorado, 26, Los 
Angeles narcotics offender, is 
doomed to die for taking part 
in that killing. 
According to the district at­ 
torney, Glover now says he, not 
Dorado, was responsible 
for 
the killing. The fact that Glo­ 
ver and Dorado are 
close 
friends makes 
Garety doubt 
the confession. 
But aside from possible im­ 
plication in the Nevarez kill­ 
ing, Glover now faces two 
counts of assault by a life 
termer against other inmates. 
This charge also carries a pos­ 
sible death penalty. 
Attorney Weissich got a con­ 
tinuance until May 6 so he can 
prepare his 
motion to have 
Glover’s trial transferred out­ 
side the Bay Area. 
The last time Glover was in 
Marin court, he kicked the face 
of another convict in a sudden 
courtroom scuffle.

The weatherman today hoist­ 
ed a banner with a strange 
device: Fair and warmer.

raised the season’s total rain­ 
fall to 46.39 inches, or exactly 
10 inches above the average 
total for a year. 
Weekend rainfall, all on Sat­ 
urday, totaled .36 of an inch 
in the Chevy Chase district of 
Larkspur, .32 in Forest Knolls, 
.3 in Woodacre, .22 in Novato, 
.15 in Sausalito, .1 in Mill Val­ 
ley and Point Reyes Station, 
and only .03 in Tiburon and 
Inverness. 


Search For Sub Thresher 
Narrows To Six Objects 


WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
s e a r c h for the s u b m a r ine 
Thresher narrowed to six ob­ 
jects on the Atlantic ocean 
bottom today, and the Navy 
said it may discover tomorrow 
whether one is the lost nu­ 
clear ship. 


Cameras will be lowered to 
the 8,400 foot depth at a spot 
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270 miles east of Boston from 
the oceanographic ship Atlan­ 
tis II to inspect the suspicious 
objects found where the sub­ 
marine disappeared on April 
10. 


A submarine expert in the 
office of Adm. George W. An­ 
derson, chief of naval opera­ 
tions, told newsmen it was 
“possible” that the atomic sub­ 
marine will be located by the 
Atlantis II tomorrow.

MILAN. Italy — Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev warn­ 
ed today that settlement of the 
problem of divided Germany, 
and especially Berlin, must 
take precedence over disarma­ 
ment and other burning world 
issues. 
Only if this East-West ques­ 
tion is solved, he told the news­ 
paper II Giorno, would others 
fall into place. 
Khrushchev blamed the Uni­ 
ted States for everything going 
wrong, and especially the dead­ 
locked disarmament 
negotia­ 
tions. 
If the United States would 
just accept the Soviets’ word 
without insisting on inspec­ 
tions, the 
premier said, an 
agreement to end nuclear tests 
could easily be’ negotiated. 
He also repeated the Soviet 
threat, made before at Geneva, 
to withdraw its offer of two or 
three nuclear inspections a 
year if the United States con­ 
tinued to insist on seven or 
eight. 
He himself, said Khrushchev, 
did not believed in God, 
but 
t hose who did — obviously 
meaning 
President 
John F. 
Kennedy—had the moral duty 
not to build nuclear weapons. 
T h e Soviet chieftain de­ 
nounced the stationing of nu­ 
clear submarines to the Medi­ 
terranean, “almost under the 
walls of the Vatican,” despite 
the peace pleas of Pope John 
XXIII. 
He claimed the subs and the 
U.S. insistence on sending nu­ 
clear warheads to Canada were 
intended to divert any Soviet 
reprisals f r o m the United 
States to its allies, 
Khrushchev’s giving an inter­ 
view to an 
Italian newsman 
was 
considered 
strategically 
timed to affect the Italian par­ 
liamentary elections next Sun­ 
day. II Giarno is owned by the 
state oil company and supports 
Pietro Nenni’s left-wing Social­ 
ists. 
In Washington, U.S. officials 
said they found nothing par­ 


ticularly new in Khrushchev’s 
statements. 
The last foreign 
newsman to interview him was 
Canadian publisher Roy Thom- 
son on Feb. 9. 
On what he considered the 
key quesiton of world peace, 
Khrushchev said: 
“The tension in the center of 
Europe can not be eliminated 
without the conclusion of a 
German peace treaty and the 
normalization on this basis of 
the situation in West Berlin. 
“And without tranquility in 
Europe there will not be tran­ 
quility in the world. 
On the 
contrary, the consolidation of 
peace in Europe, including a 
treaty 
of 
nonaggression be­ 
tween the countries of NATO 
and the Warsaw Pact, would 
serve to achieve an understand­ 
ing on other essential prob­ 
lems on which general peace 
depends, and above all on the 
problem of disarmament. 
“The fact is that in our 
epoch, during which such tre­ 
mendous means of war have 
been created, 
there 
is 
no 
middle ground between 
war 
and peace. 
“The question arises: Either 
a search for agreed solutions 
and development of interna­ 
tional relations toward an ef­ 
fective reinforcement of peace 
or an 
ever increasing inter­ 
national tension that could turn 
into thermonuclear war.” 
Khrushchev said that nego­ 
tiations for such a solution 
must be based on a recognition 
of the strengths East and West 
have developed.

Laws Voted So 


Far This Session 


WASHINGTON UP)— Con­ 
gress will have to w o r k 
harder if it is to produce a 
respectable batting average 
before this session ends. 


Returning today from a 
10-day Easter vacation, Con­ 
gress had little to show for 
the almost four months it has 
been in session. 


It has enacted eight public 
laws, the more prominent of 
which extended the draft and 
made Winston 
Churchill 
an 
honorary citizen. 


There are no signs of a big 
legislative push in the offing, 
but Senate and House leaders 
have served notice that there 
will be little time-off if the 
legislators want to wina things 
up by Labor Day. 


BRIEF MEETINGS 
The House has not held a 
session since April 11. The Sen- 
ate held two brief 
and 
non­ 
productive meetings since then. 


The official “Status of Major 
Bills” lists only two of the doz­ 
en or more annual appropria­ 
tion measures on the way to­ 
ward enactment. They provide 
funding for the Interior De­ 
partment and the Treasury- 
Post Office Departments. Both 
have passed the House only. 
Despite the widespread clamor 
for budget-cutting the House 
trimmed only 250 million dol­ 
lars from the 7.1 billion dollars 
requested by the president in 
those two bills. 


Then it reversed its field and 
added 450 million dollars to a 
supplemental money measure 
for 
the 
accelerated 
public 
works program. 


The only major bill near en­ 
actment is the annual authori­ 
zation measure for procure­ 
ment of missiles, aircraft and 
naval ships. It has passed both 
branches 
and 
is awaiting a 
compromise agreement. 


SENATE PASSAGE 
The Senate has passed bills 
providing for a mass transpor­ 
tation system, preservation of 
wilderness areas, and establish­ 
ment of a youth conservation 
corps. All three are in House 
committees and could run into 
trouble in the Rules Commit­ 
tee ,which directs the flow of 
bills to the floor. 
For this week, the Senate’s 
biggest order of business prob­ 
ably will be action on the presi­ 
dent’s nominations for officers 
of the Communications Satel­ 
lite Corporation. 
The 
House 
docket, a little heavier, calls 
for votes on a bill to provide 
federal aid for medical 
and 
dental schools and a bill to ex­ 
tend the feed grains 
control 
program. 


Aside from the annual ap­ 
propriation bills, there are two 
other “musts” on the 1963 con­ 
gressional docket. 
One would 
grant the president’s request 
for tax reductions, the other 
would continue the foreign aid 
program. 
Both 
are 
nearing 
completion in House Commit­ 
tees. Both are explosively con­ 
troversial and their tortuous 
route through the House and 
Senate could keep congress in 
session well beyond Labor Day. 


Cigarette Tax For Schools? 


SACRAMENTO 
UPI — As­ 
semblyman Charles B. Garri* 
gus (D-Reedley), w'hose pro­ 
posed grocery tax for schools 
met a cold reception, suggested 
an alternative today: Raise the 
cigarette tax from 3 to 5 cents 
per pack. 
Garrigus, chairman of the 
Assembly Education Commit­ 
tee, said his tax proposals — 
each of which would raise 
about 50 million dollars a year 
—“are the last hope for ade­ 
quate support for the kind of 
e d u c a t i o n California must 
have.” 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown has 
repeatedly pledged there will 
be no increase in taxes this 
year. 
Garrigus is the author of a 


school finance bill, backed by 
educators, 
which would 
in­ 
crease state aid to local schools 
by 101.5 million dollars a year. 
Governor Brown has allotted 
only 30 million dollars in budg­ 
et, and top legislative leaders 
have said even that is more 
than the state can afford. 
An increase in the cigarette 
tax was one alternative sug­ 
gested by Assembly Speaker 
Jesse M. Unruh (D-Los An­ 
geles). Unruh also suggested 
licensing night harness racing, 
but Garrigus has said he op­ 
poses any further gambling. 
Garrigus said he knows his 
expensive school support bill 
will be “emasculated” in the

BISHOP PIKE LAUDS 
NEW BIRTH BOOK 


SAN FRANCISCO Ut) — A 
book by a Catholic physician 
on the subject of birth control, 
which was published today, al­ 
ready has won praise from 
Bishop James A. Pike of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Califor­ 
nia. 


Bishop Pike, chairman of the 
Clergyman’s National Advisory 
Committee of the Planned Par­ 
enthood Federation of Amer­ 
ica, also said in a statement 
yesterday that he welcomed 
comments on the book made 
by Richard Cardinal Cushing, 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Boston. 
The book, “The Time Has 
Come,” is by Dr. John Rock, 
clinical professor em eritus of 
gynecology at Harvard Medical 
School and a co-developer of 
the oral birth control pill. 


In remarks printed in an 
archidocesan weekly newspap­ 
er, 
Cardinal Cushing noted 
that the book lacked “any offi­ 
cial 
approval 
as 
authentic 
Catholic teaching” because it 
was being published without a 
Catholic imprimatur, required 
by the church of every Cath­ 


olic who writes on a subject 
pertaining to faith or morality. 
Cardinal Cushing did say, 
however, that the book “made 
an eloquent and much needed 
plea for federal grants to per­ 
fect the so called rhythm sys­ 
tem so that is might become 
a means of controlling births 
which is not only morally ac­ 
ceptable but also scientifically 
accurate.” 
Bishop Pike said the Cardin­ 
al’s “endorsement of the book’s 
proposals for government spon­ 
sorship of research in fertility 
control and for seeking to end 
the conflict which has divided 
Roman Catholics and others on 
this subject for half a century 
is good news for all of us.” 
Bishop Pike continued; 
“Particularly significant is 
the fast that Cardinal Cushing 
applauds Dr. Rock ‘for calling 
to task those who are unwilling 
to face the implications of the 
population explosion.’ A num­ 
ber of other forthright Roman 
Catholic spokesmen have taken 
these positions, but this is the 
first time that an American 
prelate of his eminence has so 
declared himself.” 
Belt-Tightening Asked 
Of Overseas Forces 


WASHINGTON UP> — Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara has issued a new 
order for global belt-tighten­ 
ing in an effort to overcome 
the stubborn drain of U. S. 
gold and dollars overseas. 
The Associated Press learn­ 
ed today a confidential memo­ 
randum went last month from 
McNamara to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, the military depart­ 
ments and other elements of 
the Defense Department. 
Asked about this, the Penta­ 
gon said McNamara “has point­ 
ed out that continuing efforts 
must be made to reduce the 
adverse impact of Defense De­ 
partm ent 
expenditures 
over­ 
seas.” 
The department said it is re­ 
viewing many areas for pos­ 
sible savings “including num­ 
bers of support personnel over­ 
seas as well as the cost of our 
overseas support operations.” 
In this connection, it was re­ 
ported the rear echelon struc­ 
ture backing up the U. S. 7th 
Army in Europe is coming in 
for attention. 
This organization is called 


the Communications Zone and 
includes port installations, stor­ 
age and supply depots, trans­ 
portation facilities and the like, 
mostly in France. It is run by 
30,000 
military people who 
have with them about 17,000 
dependents. 


Other elements that may get 
a close look are the various 
headquarters, which some of­ 
ficials think may be overstaff­ 
ed, 
and 
military 
advisory 
groups in some countries where 
their value is considered mar­ 
ginal, particularly in Europe. 


The Army has been testing 
out, on a very limited scale, a 
plan 
for 
rotating 
units 
to 
Europe for six-month tours 
without their dependents.

Sir Francis Drake, today 
dashed some cold, British wa­ 
te r on the legend of the famous 
buccaneer. 
W ebster Mansfield and his 
wife. Mary, have been staying 
since December with a son and 
daughter-in-law in G reenbrae, 
ju st a block off Sir Francis 
D rake Boulevard. 
D rake’s Bay on the Point 
Reyes peninsula was one of 
the m a n y sights t h a t the 
couple has taken in. Did 
it 
look like the cliffs of Dover? 
“Not m u c h like it. No,” 
Mansfield said. 
Drake's chaplain. F r a n c i s 
Fletcher, 
described 
the 
spot 
w here Drake careened his ship, 
the Golden Hind, as having a 
coastline similar to the Dover 
cliffs. That and the finding of 
a brass plate near San Q uen­ 
tin in 1937 have led m any to 
affirm that Drake did indeed 
land at D rake’s Bay. 
But Mansfield, 76, and his 
wife, 69. are m uch m ore in­ 
t e r e s t e d in cu rren t t h a n 
ancient history. To them . D rake 
is a slightly over-worked hero. 
Mansfield, a retired Plym ­ 
outh court clerk, is an active 
musician.

The State Department of Fi­ 
nance has promised has prom­ 
ised to “ avoid any hardship on 
patients” which might result 
from its new rate schedules in 
the Medical Assistance for the 
Aged program, Marin County 
welfare director Betty L. Pres­ 
ley said today. 
Hale Champion, state finance 
department director, told offi­ 
cials from about 20 northern 
California counties Friday that 
the state will “ look at all emer­ 
gency cases and will avoid any 
hardship in individual cases.” 
Champion discussed the new 
rates with officials at a meet­ 
ing in Sacramento, called by 
William R. MaeDougall. execu­ 
tive director of the County Su­ 
pervisors Assn. of California. 
The director said there will be 
no overall changes in the mini­ 
mum rates until Sept. 30. when 
the program will be reviewed, 
but he added that individual 
cases will be examined in the 
meantime. 
According to added regula­ 
tions in the state's minimum of 
$219 a month for basic care 
patients in nursing homes, aid 
may be increased by up to $90 
under specific conditions. 
“ Nursing homes in Marin 
have agreed to go along with 
the program and see how it 
works out.”

Too Many Elections In Marin 
Annoy Voters, Add To Cost 
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. a .. 
The second election consolidated the 
polling places even further. There were 
only 15 and costs were trimmed more 
by having all of them in schools where 
no rent was paid. Even so, it cost the 
taxpayers about $1.20 for each ballot 
cast in the San Rafael area last Tues­ 
day. 
These duplicating expenses, which 
result in poorer, rather than better vot­ 
er participation, are unnecessary. The 
elections could be consolidated by a 
simple resolution of the City Council 
changing the date for city elections to 
correspond with the school elections. 
This resolution would put the matter 
on the ballot for the voters to approve 
by a simple majority vote. 


While the councilmen are consider­ 
ing a change in the voting procedure, 
they might consider splitting the city 
ballot. They could consolidate the city 
school election with the other school 
elections, but put the city official elec­ 
tions on the state June primary ballot 
in even numbered years. 
That's the 
time when a much larger per cent of 
the voters go to the polls. 


In any event, we hope the new City 
Council takes up the matter right away 
while the ridiculousness of the dupli­ 
cating elections is fresh in their minds. 


Voters in the San Rafael school dis­ 
tricts couldn't understand it. They went 
to the polls on a Monday to vote for San 
Rafael school board and city officials, 
then eight days later they had to go to 
the polls again to vote for College of 
Marin trustees and members of the 
county board of education. 
Why, they asked, can't we vote for 
them all at once? 
It's a good question. 
The reason they have to. at present, 
is that the charter of the City of San 
Rafael, which includes its school dis­ 
tricts, calls for an election on the sec­ 
ond Monday of April in odd numbered 
years. Elections in all other school dis­ 
tricts in the county are set by state law 
on the third Tuesday. 
But just because this is law is no rea­ 
son it shouldn't be changed. 
Four times as many voters turned out 
for the first election, April 8. in the San 
Rafael districts as did in the same area 
on April 16. Just about 10 per cent of 
the registered voters went to the polls 
the second election, while 40 per cent 
had voted eight days earlier. 
Cost shouldn’t be overlooked. It cost 
the residents of the area about 70 cents 
for each vote cast in the first election, 
even though the 96 precincts involved 
were consolidated into 42.

er than disclose to a grand 
jury confidential sources of 
information. 
There is no doubt that the 
preservation of confidential 
news sources is in the interest 
of newspapers. If a paper did 
not protect its confidential 
sources, it would not have any 
confidential sources. T h a t 
makes it a professional neces­ 
sity. 
But the question I want to 
examine is whether this prac­ 
tice is in the public interest 
as well. 
No one will lightly wish to 
make the taking of evidence 
in a judicial proceeding more 
difficult. When a district at­ 
torney is investigating crime 
and corruption in public of­ 
fice, naturally he wants the 
maximum help from those 
who could help. The court can 
subpoena and the citizen is 
rightly required to testify of 
his knowledge with very lim­ 
ited exceptions. 


EDITORS AND reporters 
iiave made their own excep­ 
tions. The wisdom and pro­ 
priety of their doing so is al­ 
ready confirmed in the laws 
of 12 states, including Penn­ 
sylvania. At one time or an­ 
other in every city of the 
United 
States 
newspapers 
have brought official crime 
into the open and prepared 
the way for prosecution and 
reform. 
This serves the public in­ 
terest by keeping public of­ 
ficials under powerful scru­ 
tiny. To some degree official 


investigation may be made 
more difficult by refusal to 
disclose news sources, but 
unless 
confidential 
sources 
are kept confidential by the 
newspaper there would often 
be no basis provided for sub­ 
sequent investigation. 
It is accepted that an at­ 
torney cannot be required to 
divulge statements made to 
him in confidence by his 
client. Obviously it would be 
easier for the police or an ad­ 
versary attorney if this im­ 
munity did not prevail. But 
this immunity is not merely 
convenient for the lawyer; it 
is vital to the practice of the 
law. 
A reporter’s privilege not 
to be forced to disclose his 
confidential relationship to 
his news source is compar­ 
able. This is vital to the prac­ 
tice of a free press. 
The Philadelphia Bulletin 
case, which will go to the 
State Supreme Court and per­ 
haps to the U. S. Supreme 
Court, involves an interpreta­ 
tion of statutes exempting 
newspapermen from disclos­ 
ing their confidential news 
sources. Judge Bernard J. 
Kelley has ruled that since 
the Bulletin published the 
name of one of its sources, it 
was legally obligated to pro­ 
vide additional information. 
But the security of the 
newspapers 
against 
being 
forced to disclose confidences 
has never rested on statutes. 
It has rested, in part, on the 
long tradition of respect for 
this professional code. Most 
of all, it has rested on the 
willingness of newspaper edi­ 
tors, like Taylor and Selby of 
the Bulletin, to choose pen­ 
alty, including prison, over 
disclosure. 
The right to a free press is 
imbedded in the Constitu­ 
tion, not for the convenience 
of newspapers, but for the 
protection of a free society. 
Newspapers 
exercise 
this 
right in trust. 
For newspapers to aban­ 
don the security of confiden­ 
tial sources would be to aban­ 
don part of the substance of 
a free press itself.

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17,000 Marmites Commute To San Francisco 


Seventeen thousand r e s i- 
dents of Marin County com­ 
mute daily to San Francisco, 
according to 
“ 1963 Economic 
Survey,” a booklet appraisal 
and review of San Francisco 
and the Bay Area just issued by 
the Research Department of 
the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Other counties provide more 
San Francisco workers, though. 
Of a total of 125,000 commuters 
56,000 come from San Mateo 
County, with 49,000 from Ala­ 


meda and Contra Costa coun- j 
ties. 
San Francisco itself furnish- j 
es 15,000 commuters 
fanning 
out to all parts of the Bay Area, j 
according to the booklet. 


Marin should nearly double 
in population between 1970 and 
1990, the chamber reports on a 
basis of a joint study by the 
Army Corps of Engineers and 
the Department of Commerce. 


Calculating from an estimate 
of 180,700 Marinites in 1970, 
t h i s progression anticipates 


that the total will be 346.300 
by 1990. The estimate for 1980 
is 257,700. 
The booklet draws on 1959 
census data for a total of 377 
farms in Marin covering a total 
227,450 farmland 
acres, 
the 
average size of a farm being 
603.3 acres. 
Agricultural income for Ma­ 
rin County in 1961 is given as 
$13,982.000 with milk produc­ 
tion by far the major producer, 
accounting for $10.388.000 of 
the receipts. 
Though the chamber gener- 


ally snubs Marin on economic 
points it has some kind words 
on the climate here, as follows: 
“Communities in M a r i n 
County, sheltered 
by fairly 
high peaks from the prevailing 
ocean winds, generally enjoy 
warmer and sunnier 
weather 
than San Francisco. Their dim- 
ate is further modified by prox­ 
imity to San Francisco and San 
Pablo Bays. 
“Daily maximum tem pera­ 
tures for July average 16 de­ 
grees warmer at San Rafael, 
and 18 degrees warmer at Kent- 


field, than at San Francisco. 


“Rainfall amounts are strong­ 
ly influenced by the topo­ 
graphy of the Coastal Range, 
with annual average rainfall 
varying from 26 inches at Ham­ 
ilton Air Force Base to about 35 
inches at San Rafael (nearing 
50 inches so far this year) and 
46 inches at Kentfield. 


“During the summer season, 
low overcast frequently covers 
the entire area during the early 
morning hours, but clearing be­ 
gins early in the forenoon.”

Three members of a New 
Jersey family were missing. 
Police said they may

burned to death when a forest 


fire engulfed their home. 
Emergency 
crew s 
moved 
from one scarred spot to an­ 
other to 
restore 
electricity, 
telephone service and water 
supplies. 
Emergency shelters w e r e 
provided for many families. 
Others were taken in by rela­ 
tives and friends. 
From 
Maine 
to 
Virginia, 
thousands of firemen fought 
blazes. Most of the fires were 
reported extinguished or un­ 
der control today. 
More than 350 homes were 
destroyed or badly damaged 
and about 300,000 acres were 
blackened

fires, whipped by high winds, 
on New York City’s Staten Is­ 


land and in New Jersey.

Costello Wins High Court Hearing 


WASHINGTON (UPD — For­ 
mer crime czar Frank Costello 
won a Supreme Court hearing 
today in his fight against the 
government’s efforts to deport 
him to his native Italy. 
The court agreed to hear 
arguments on Costello’s appeal 
sometime next fall or winter 
and then hand down a written 
opinion. Today’s order stayed a 
ruling by the 2nd U. S. Court 
of Appeals which had held last 
Dec. 4 that Costello could be 
deported. 
The Supreme Court said it 


will confine itself to deciding 
whether the deportation act 
applies to an individual who 
was a naturalized citizen at the 
time of a federal conviction. 
Justice John M. Harlan did not 
participate. 
In other actions today, the 
Supreme Court: 
Ruled 9-0 that states can en­ 
force anti-discrimination in hir­ 
ing by an airline even though 
the federal government has 
jurisdiction over air transpor­ 
tation. The decision reversed 
a Colorado Supreme Court de- 


cision and upheld the right of 
that state’s anti-discrimination 
commission to order Continent­ 
al Airlines to allow a Negro, 
Marlon D. Green, to take pilot 
training. 
Directed the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission to hold fur­ 
ther hearings 
on 
low rate 
“piggyback” service by rail­ 
roads which was protested by 
competing costal shiplines. 
Costello came to the United 
States in 1895 at the age of 
four and was naturalized in 
1925. In 1954, he was convict- 


ed of federal income tax evas­ 
ion and served three and a half 
years in Atlanta Federal Pen­ 
itentiary. He got a year and a 
half off for good behavior. 


In 1959, Costello’s citizen­ 
ship 
was 
revoked 
on 
the 
grounds that it was fraudulent­ 
ly obtained. In 1961, deporta­ 
tion proceedings were begun. 


The Immigration and Nation­ 
ality Act provides for the de­ 
portation of an alien who sub­ 
sequent to entry has twice 
been convicted of “crimes in­ 


volving moral turpitude, not 
arising out of a single scheme 
of criminal misconduct.” 
His appeal to the Supreme 
Court said he is not deport­ 
able under the law because at 
the time he was convicted he 
was not an alien. 
The J u s t i c e Department 
argued that in fact he was, be­ 
cause his naturalization was 
later completely wiped out. In

said, the statute applies wheth­ 
er the person was an alien at

Just this week, Mrs. V. G. of 
St. Louis told me that this very 
thing happened to her (and she 
is an experienced seamstress) 
and this is what she suggests. 
Carefully remove the button­ 
hole welts. Close the area that 
was slashed for the buttonhole 
with scotch tape. 
This will 
keep the threads firm and pre­ 
vent raveling. 


Now, you must re-stitch the 
welts in place on the right side 
of your garment. After they 
are stitched, and before cut­ 
ting. you will be able to see 
through the clear tape to see if 
the stitching is exactly where 
it should be. You may have to
